Good Prospects of Anglo-Swedish Expansion 


by Per-Bertil Kollberg, Counsellor in Charge of Economic and Financial Affairs 
at the Royal Swedish Embassy, London. 


OREIGN TRADE is of a very great importance to Sweden. This 
Ff: exemplified by the fact that exports currently account for more 

than 20 per cent. of Sweden’s gross national product. Sweden 
sells forest products (such as wood pulp, sawn timber, board and 
paper), iron ore, iron and steel, mechanical and electrical engineering 
goods, ships, instruments, tools and some agricultural and chemical 
products. At the same time the Swedish level of imports is high and 
Sweden is an important market for foreign goods. The imports mainly 
consist of oil and coal, machinery, motor cars, apparatus, instruments, 
textiles, foodstuffs and chemicals. 


The United Kingdom is at present Sweden’s second largest 
customer and supplier. And the trade with the United Kingdom, 
which is based on old and solid foundations, has always formed a very 
important part of Sweden’s foreign trade. The two countries are now 
strengthening their trading connections still further, as members of 
the European Free Trade Association. 

The gradual elimination of tariffs within the new Association should 
promote the trade between the United Kingdom and Sweden. This 
trade is to a considerable degree composed of highly processed 
products, especially on the British export side, and in the exchange 
of such commodities between industrialized countries the tariffs tend 
to play an increasingly important part. 

Industrialized countries are also each others best customers and 
the Swedish market offers good prospects for such British goods as 
machinery, motor cars, chemicals, textiles, television sets and toys. 
At present engineering products account for about 36 per cent. of 
Britain’s exports to Sweden, textiles represent 11 per cent. and 
chemicals 8 per cent. 


With regard to Swedish exports to the United Kingdom the main 
part consists of commodities on which there is no British duty — or 
only a very insignificant one —- such as wood pulp, newsprint, iron 
ore and timber. The relative share of these products in the total of 
Swedish exports to the United Kingdom amounts to more than 
60 per cent. But on important parts of the Swedish exports the 
British duties have been quite heavy and the reduction and abolition

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of these duties should be of great interest to Sweden. I am thinking 
of commodities such as special steel, tools and instruments, machinery, 
motor cars, paper and board, and the broad range of consumer goods 
which Sweden sends to Britain, for example furniture, glassware and 
cutlery. 

Perhaps it may be of interest to have a closer look at Anglo-Swedish 
trade in some of these commodities. It has already been mentioned 
that engineering products constitute the largest category in British 
exports to Sweden. The reductions of the Swedish tariff in this field 
should considerably improve the British prospects to sell on the 
Swedish market in competition with, among others, the German 
exporters who have to cope with the full Swedish tariff of 10 per 
cent. on machinery etc. and 15 per cent. on motor cars. 

In the engineering sector Sweden has increased her sales to the 
United Kingdom during the last year and reductions of the rather 
high British tariffs should provide the Swedish exporters with 
interesting openings for advancement in this field covering commo- 
dities such as special tools, different kinds of machinery and motor cars. 

The Swedish iron and steel industry has always had an important

market in Britain. The products exported are of high-grade special 
steel qualities and consist of cold rolled band steel, ball-bearing tubes, 
high carbon wire rods and other such specialities. The Swedish 
manufacturers hope that the export figures will be increased in 
respect of these products. 


The new agreement should also open up interesting opportunities 
for future expansion of the British exports to Sweden of iron and 
steel products. Especially with regard to semi-manufactured goods, 
for which even minor differences of prices are of importance, the 
British industry should be able to compete successfully with the 
E.E.C. countries. 


The reduction of tariffs in Sweden should give new force to the 
British sales of textiles on the Swedish market. Some fears have even 
been expressed in Sweden that increased competition from the 
United Kingdom would threaten injury to domestic producers. But 
on the whole the Swedish textile industry have not opposed the 
agreement. Manufacturing costs in the two countries are not so 
different that the Swedish industry would feel itself exposed to a 
really disadvantageous competition from the United Kingdom. 


On the other hand, there may be some possibilities of increasing 
Swedish exports to the United Kingdom of certain textile specialities 
such as printed textiles, special cotton fabrics and ready-made 
clothing. 

The EFTA seems to offer further opportunities for the British 
exporters to increase their already considerable sales of chemicals 
and plastic materials on the Swedish market. The reduction of 
tariffs in Sweden should be of interest also to the British shoe and 
leather industries. 


The Swedish shipments to the United Kingdom of paper and 
board are at present below the pre-war level. ‘The Swedish exporters 
hope that the EFTA will enable them to recover the lost ground and 
that they will enjoy a share of the increase in the paper consumption 
that is expected to arise in the United Kingdom. The Swedish 
paper-makers mainly specialize in the production of newsprint and 
kraft paper. Newsprint already enters the United Kingdom duty-free

and it is thus with regard to kraft paper that better opportunities will 
be offered the Swedish exporters when consumption increases and 
the British tariffs come down. 


To sum up what has been said above the EFTA seems to offer 
good prospects for expanding the Anglo-Swedish trade. But this 
question of expanding trade depends of course to a very great extent 
on the manufacturers’ outlook. It appears that much could be done 
by the British manufacturers in order to capture a larger share in the 
Swedish market. And the increased interest in British goods which 
the EFTA has brought about in Sweden seems to make the time 
ripe for such efforts. On the other hand it is to be hoped that the 
Swedish exporters will make new efforts to increase their sales to the 
United Kingdom, now that the conditions have been improved by

the gradual abolition of the British tariffs and by the stability in 
planning and marketing which the EF TA brings in its train. However, 
one of the impediments that the Swedish producers have to face is 
that the supply of capital quite naturally is smaller in Sweden than in 
a bigger country like Britain. The changes that will be necessary to 
ensure more extensive distribution in other countries, the possible 
need to undertake ical changes in production plant, and other 
actions that go with participation in a bigger trading area, will call 
for considerable investment as well as great effort and enterprise. 

Finally I would like to mention the Swedish viewpoint with 
regard to the economic development and integration in Western 
Europe. Sweden follows a general policy of liberalized trade and she 
is highly dependent on a free and expanding foreign trade with all 
countries. ‘T'he Swedish Government is therefore taking part in all 
efforts to dismantle the remaining trade barriers, firstly in Western 
Europe as a whole and t the world. One of the 
main aims of the EFTA is to facilitate the bringing together of 
Western E into one system. It is an urgent task to bridge 
the gap between the EFTA and the E.E.C., and efforts are being made 
to get things moving again. But we do not know when and how 
Western Europe will be united in one multilateral trading system. It 
may take a long time before such an association can be realized and 
meanwhile we have to do our best to take advantage of the opportu- 
nities that the Free Trade Association will offer.

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Computer Conference in Stockholm 


. BRITISH-SWEDISH computer conference was held in Stockholm 
n September 16, in conjunction with the annual general meeting 
of the British-Swedish Chamber of Commerce in Sweden. The 
principal speakers were Mr. S. Z. de Ferranti (managing director of 
Ferranti, Ltd.), and civ. ing. Bengt Andren of A.S.E.A., Vasteras. 
Numerous representatives of British and Swedish manufacturers 
were present, as well as of government organizations, banks, insurance 
companies and other potential users. The Chamber state tnat the 
sector of computers and allied equipment is one in which Anglo- 
Swedish trade will probably expand considerably in future years. 


Speakers at a lunch held in conjunction with the conference were 
Lord Craigton, the Minister of State for Scotland, who has been on a 
goodwill visit to strengthen commercial and cultural ties between 
Sweden and Scotland, and Sir Norman Kipping, Director General 
of the Federation of British Industries, whose visit was partly to 
confer with his Swedish opposite numbers in EFTA, dnd partly to 
arrange for a major all-British fair in Sweden in 1962. 


The Chamber reports marked intensification in visitor and inquiry 
frequency. Business activity is undoubtedly being stimulated by the 
greater trade opportunities that EFTA offers traders in the two 
countries.

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Mr. Maudling on Finland and EFTA 


‘IT WOULD BE A source of great pleasure in Britain if Finland 
could join us in the European Free Trade Association,’ declared Mr. 
Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, during his visit 
to Helsinki last week to attend the Finnish Industries Fair. It was 
accepted that if Finland either joined or associated with EFTA there 
would be some special terms because of her special difficulties. 


Referring to the hope of eventual rapprochement between the Six 
and the Seven, Mr. Maudling said “We are hoping for some form of 
economic system in which all the Western European countries can 
be included, and we have made it very clear that our obligations 
to the other members of the EFTA will be respected and borne in 
mind.’ 

Mr. Maudling was questioned about the progress of the United 
Kingdom export drive following the Prime Minister’s speech. He 
said, “The result of the speech is just what we wanted. It raised a lot 
more interest in exports in Britain. Industrialists and public opinion 
are now more aware of the serious nature of the problem.’ 


Speaking of the Finnish Industries Fair he said that the range of 
products was quite remarkable. It was very impressive that from such a 
small home market such a selection of goods — furniture, glass, 
ceramics, lorries and machines, and so on — could be supported. 


Mr. Maudling said he hoped that the Finnish Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry would be coming to London later in the year as 
the guest of Her Majesty’s Government.

This was one of the regular 
meetings of the Council at Ministerial level, which normally take place 
at about the time of the annual meetings of the International 
Monetary Fund and the International Bank. 


Further Relaxation of Pre-Entry Requirements 
for Exports 


THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise announce the 
following further relaxation of the pre-entry requirements for exports 
to prescribed countries (i.c., countries outside the ‘sterling area’), 
which has been authorized with the approval of the Treasury. As 
from October 1, 1960, entry in advance of shipment will be waived 
in these cases for consignments of an f.o.b. value up to and including 
£2,000 (instead of £500 as hitherto), unless the goods come within the 
classes for which an export licence is required or are being exported on 
drawback, ex bond or otherwise under revenue control. 

The accompanying shipping or consignment notes for goods 
exported by ship or other surface transport must be marked ‘Pre- 
Entry Not Required.’ If this is not done the goods will be held for 
pre-entry. 

The relaxation does not apply to exportations which form part of a 
larger shipment exceeding £2,000 in value f.o.b. nor does it relieve 
exporters of their standing obligations under the Exchange Control 
Act, 1947, as to payment for exports to prescribed countries and 
surrender of foreign exchange. 

This is a further relaxation of export trade formalities. Its effect is to 
waive Customs entry of goods before shipment (‘pre-entry’) for export 
consignments to countries outside the sterling area whose value is 
between £500 and £2,000 f.o.b. (Those of a value below £500 were 
exempted from pre-entry on October 1, 1958 and most exports to 
sterling area countries are also exempted) 

Entries are still required for the purposes of the United Kingdom 
trade statistics, but in the cases covered by the waiver they can be 


lodged after shipment so that there is no risk of delaying the goods. 





The ‘64-Dollar Question’ : 





“WHAT is there in it for me? What are you, the Government, 
going to give me as an inducement to venture forth into markets 
which I regard as risky, tiresome, expensive, and even (on occasion) 
physically dangerous?’ 

This, said Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
was the question frequently put to him by business men. He was 
addressing the London branch of the Incorporated Sales Managers’ 
Association on September 15. 


Replying to this key question, Mr. Erroll said :— 


‘The Government is, of course, willing and able to help exporters 
in their sales efforts; and a considerable amount of public money 
(which is basically your money and mine) is spent on a range of 
services to them. There are the ten Board of Trade regional offices, 
and the Export Services Branch. There are 200 Government over- 
seas posts, the Export Credits Guarantee Department, and Govern- 
ment assistance for overseas fairs and publicity. 


‘But the real incentive to export in an economy such as ours, 
which depends, and must depend, on a large volume of imported 
goods and raw materials, is that every enterprise simply must 
maximize its sales and its profits. The home market is, of course, 
important, familiar, compact, and naturally attractive: but 
expansion in that market is only possible if our balance of pay- 
ments is healthy. And it is a market which can only expand slowly. 

‘The wise producer, I am sure, will know that for him, as for the 
country, a reasonable balance between his home and export sales 
is vital to his survival. The Government, I can assure you, will 
be ready to help everyone’s efforts to achieve this aim.’ 





Which are the Best Markets? 


Mr. Erroll went on to say that he was often asked which were 
the markets of the world we should export to. The short answer 
was that the best markets were undoubtedly those from which we 
could ex to receive payment within a reasonable period. 
Others, although not immediately so promising, might well show 
evidence now of potential growth in the future. The individual 
firm would wish to choose for itself the markets in which its pro- 
ducts were likely to make the greatest impact; and might find that 
concentration on them, or even on a single market, might be the 
most profitable and rewarding. 


‘For the country as a whole, our need is to consolidate and 
improve our position in those countries where your efforts have 
already shown impressive results; to break fresh ground in countries 
to which we are not as yet significant suppliers; and, finally, never 
to fall into the trap of taking any market for granted, new or old. 
The prerequisite of success is, I am sure, to be on your toes all 
the time,” Mr. Erroll said. 


Speaking about the particular prospects of certain markets, Mr. 
Erroll said that in Europe the EFTA arrangements were opening 
up new possibilities, not only for fully manufactured goods, but 

so for parts, components, assemblies and materials for incorpora- 
tion in finished products. This was because exporters in all 
EFTA countries would want to claim in their trade with each 
other the benefits which depended on the use of EFTA-produced 
components and materials. 


Regarding the Six, whatever the pattern of our relations with the 
European Economic Community, these countries together were 
probably one of the most rapidly expanding markets in the world. 
In France and Italy tariffs were beginning to come down, and they 
were therefore becoming more attractive markets for us. 

In the North American market we had learned to compete with 
North American producers. By aggressive salesmanship, we had 
introduced our good quality products to potential customers who 
otherwise might have no idea of what we had to offer. We had 
made sure that the price was right; deliveries sure; stocks across the 
Atlantic adequate; maintenance and service staff trained and 
equipped with spares; and the goods properly and effectively 

ged and packed. The Government also offered special Dollar 
Market Policies. He hoped they were being used. 
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What Is There In Exports For Me ? 


oamemend Mr. F. J. Erroll 


‘It is true that in recent months our exports to North America 
(particularly the United States) have suffered a setback,’ Mr. Erroll 
said. ‘Our exports have been affected by a lower demand in the 
United States for imported cars as the result of the new American 
models, and the ending of the abnormal demand in North America 
for imports of iron and steel resulting from the United States steel 
strike. But even so, exports to North America are still at a very 
high level, and one that would have been undreamt of a few years 
ago. So far this year they are 75 per cent. higher than in 1955 even 
after allowing for the relatively less favourable performance in the 
last few months.’ 


In the Sterling Area, most of the measures taken to restrain 
imports during the recession had been removed, and this had led 
to a general increase in their imports. More recently, however, 
monetary measures had been taken in Australia and South Africa 
to moderate the growth of total demand, and these might affect the 
growth of their imports. Our goods enjoyed Commonwealth pre- 
ference in all Commonwealth markets except East Africa, Ghana 
and Nigeria, but these were markets which were industrializing and 
should expand with a rising standard of living. 


‘Despite renewed growth in sterling markets, and our preferential 
position, our exports to the sterling area have still not regained the 
levels of 1957,’ Mr. Erroll said. ‘Although these countries are now 
importing more than in 1957, they are importing more from other 
people. To some extent it is natural that in the desire for variety 
and change customers in these markets will turn from traditional 
to fresh suppliers. But the sterling area is an important market 
for us—it takes some 40 per cent. of our exports. We cannot— 
and must not—take it for granted. The same attack that has 
produced the dramatic expansion over the years in our exports to 
the competitive and sophisticated North American market is needed 
if we are to share fully in the development of the countries of the 
sterling area.’ 


Practically all Latin American countries were seeking to 
industrialize and several had gone a long way not only in pro- 
ducing consumer goods but also in developing basic industries. 
Markets for new types of product were opening up. We had still 
to make as much headway as some of our competitors in these 
markets. 

Competitors with other Countries 


The Minister continued: ‘In the successes which we have already 
achieved, and in the expansion which we are sure our efforts can 
achieve in the future, the efforts of our salesmen are bound to be 
of immense importance. We are no longer the workshop of the 
world, whose goods sell themselves. We are competitors for the 
favour of the consumer, with other vigorous and expanding 
industrial countries. Not only must we produce goods of the right 
quality, at the right price, and at the right time, we must make 
sure that the overseas customer knows that we have them available, 
and that we can deliver them on terms satisfactory to him. We 
— if we can, persuade him that he needs what we have 
to sell. 


‘In such a competitive world, a steadily expanding trade must 
depend in the first instance on a worthwhile product; and, despite 
some criticisms which are made from time to time by some 
customers, it remains true that British goods maintain a deserved 
reputation of value for money, especially in the whole range of 
products of the engineering industries.’ 


The export manager, however, who knew his market, and the 
needs (or even fancies) of his foreign customers, could frequently 
make suggestions about ways in which even the best British goods 
could be adapted to meet special demand. Sometimes he might 
find difficulty in persuading his managing director to make those 
adaptations—but he would no doubt be more readily listened to if 
he could back up his requests with demonstrations, based on study 
of the size of his overseas territory, and of the sales potential 
which would be in jeopardy if adjustments to the product were not 
made.

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‘I am sure that many of us, in this modern competitive world 
have become economists despite ourselves. I certainly have,’ Mr. 
Erroll said. 

‘Information of total populations (sometimes, in that immortal 
phrase “broken down by age and sex”), estimates of demand, past, 
present and future (seasonally adjusted to find the “underlying 
trend”), rates of local production, and of imports, analyses of the 
spending of consumers’ disposable income (which is what is left 
after Governments have taken their whack)—all these figures, and 
others too, together with their implications for our daily business, 
are well known to many of us, and will become familiar to more. 

‘I know that many here today will possess such information 
about not one, but a dozen or more, of the markets of the world— 
and will be skilful in their use in persuading your colleagues that 
you can foresee a continuing and developing trade in places which 
were once but a coloured section of the map. 

‘But we fail, if we limit our knowledge of any market, at home 
or abroad, to the cold appraisal of statistical analyses. There is the 
all important matter of personal contact not only with physical 
conditions but with the people with whom business is to be done. 
I am always surprised, as I expect you are too, at the number of 
Significant and interesting facts which can only be discovered by 
personal observation on the spot. However carefully and 
thoroughly we may plan a campaign whilst sitting at our desks, it is 
only when we come to put it into practical operation that some of 
the snags may become apparent; and this is especially true of our 
export business.’ 

Even within the confines of the relatively small space of the United 
Kingdom there were small variations of local taste, of custom, 
which had been undreamed of in London (or Manchester, or 
Birmingham, or Glasgow). How much more difficult was it to be 
aware of all these details when the whole world was the market 
we must study. 

Careful knowledge of the market was important in deciding 
the sort of goods that were likely to be saleable. It was equally 
important in dictating the way in which they were to be sold. 
Sales literature must present the customer with attractive and 
detailed information about the product, in language and in terms 
that he could fully understand. Goods must be packed to with- 
stand the hazards of transit. Delivery schedules must be kept. 
Air, rail, and sea timetables studied to ensure that they could be. 
Service arrangements must be provided so that the customer not 
only received his machine; but would use it successfully, and keep 
it running well when he possessed it. 

‘Of course, the export sales manager is not an isolated crusader 
in his work and his responsibilities, Mr. Erroll concluded. ‘At 
home, he can look for help to the experts of many kinds who 
will help him—shipping agents, shipping companies, market 
research agencies, government services, advertising agents, export 
merchants, the banks and abroad, he can look for and find, an 
active and interested agent or distributor. But the impetus must 
come from him in the first place. Even the very range and volume 
of his potential helpers make it imperative that he should be alert 
and lively, persuasive, but firm. I recognise the responsibility 
which many of you have, not only for the success of the enterprises 
by which you are employed, but in making a contribution to the 
national well being.’ 
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Minister of State, Board of Trade, in Leicester 


As PART of the programme of Ministerial speeches in provincial 
centres on the subject of the export drive, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, visited Leicester on Tuesday. The Minister 
toured various factories in the area during the day, and in the evening 
addressed a meeting of industrial executives and export managers, in- 
cluding the Leicester Chamber of Commerce Export Group 
Committee. He later attended a dinner given by leading local in- 
dustrialists and members of the Chamber’s Export Group Committee. 

Speaking of the national interest aroused by the Prime Minister's 
speech, Mr. Erroll said: 

‘I find that firms all over the country are reviewing their export 
performance and arrangements, and the priorities they give to export 
orders all down the line. Firms who have not hitherto had a try at 
export markets are asking for advice and information. And — perhaps 
most encouraging of all — all those who can give such help are making 
fresh arrangements to do so. 

‘Some of you are members of the Export Group of this Chamber. 
Other Chambers of Commerce are setting up Export Groups. The 
Federation of British Industries is arranging conferences in various 
centres intended particularly for smaller firms and firms new to export 
trade. Meetings are being arranged by branches of the National 
Union of Manufacturers to discuss export problems and the ways of 
solving them. The more specialist bodies are arranging winter pro- 
grammes dealing with various aspects of the need for exports and the 
techniques for selling our goods. The Board of Trade Regional Offices 
and headquarters are being kept extremely busy with inquiries of all 
kinds.’ 

Mr. Erroll gave two reasons why traders should consider increasing 
their export trade. 

‘First, a wise businessman spreads his risk. This means that he 
will always be looking round for fresh openings, methods and ideas 
so that he can be sure he is keeping abreast with the most active of his 
competitors, and is not putting all his eggs into one basket. I have 
seen today how active you in the Leicester area are in keeping up with 
new techniques and ideas, not only in production techniques but in the 
management and planning of your businesses in all respects. You will 
therefore agree with me that markets overseas can provide a most 
valuable hedge against the ups and downs of home demand — provided, 
of course, they are looked after as effectively as your home customers. 

‘Secondly, I would point to the experience of firms in the export 
trade already. They would not be there if they did not find that it 
pays. We in this country are exporting at the rate of £10 million a day. 
This is not the achievement of firms who are making a loss. Export 
business is a challenge from which much is to be learnt, and much 
also to be gained. To the keen and active manufacturer, it offers wide 
possibilities.’ 


More Factory Accidents but Fewer Deaths 


FATAL ACCIDENTS in industry in 1959 fell to the lowest figure 
reported in this century, although there was a ‘disappointing reversal’ 
in the downward trend of the previous three years in the total number 
of accidents. This is revealed by Mr. T. W. McCullough, H.M. Chief 
Inspector of Factories, in his Annual Report .

New Films Registration Regulations 


FrRoM October 1 the length of films will, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Cinematograph Films Act 1960, be registered in 
terms of playing time (in minutes) instead of in feet, from that date 
the forms that distributors are required to complete when registering 
films and the particulars which they are required to pass on to 
exhibitors when delivering films are being amended accordingly. 
Details of the amendments are set out in two new Statutory Instru- 
ments, the Cinematograph Films (Registration) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1960, and the Cinematograph Films (Registration of 
Newsreels) (Amendment) Regulations, 1960. The former also 


prescribes the fee (two guineas) payable on application to amend the

NET NEW orders received by the textile and clothing industries in 
July were, it is estimated, 15 per cent. less than in July 1959, when 
however, the recovery in textiles was already well under way. 
Deliveries, seasonally low in July, were 3 per cent. less than a year 
earlier. There was little change in the volume of orders on hand. 
The indices below should be interpreted with caution and sharp 
in the rate of ordering should not, by themselves, be taken 
to imply similar sharp changes in the level of production. It takes 
time to adjust production to a new level of demand; moreover, fears 
of temporary shortage may lead to orders well in excess of normal 
requirements being placed, with a subsequent slackening in the rate 
of ordering as the supply position becomes more normal.

Production in the Made-Up Clothing Industry 


MANUFACTURERS’ sales of made-up clothing in July were 8 per 
cent. more than a year earlier. 

Output in all sectors of the industry was higher than a year ago. 
Sales of weatherproof outerwear showed a large increase —22 per 
cent. more than in July last year -and women’s and girls’ tailored 
outerwear 10 per cent. higher. Although sales of overalls, men’s 
shirts and underwear were slightly lower than in June they were 
15 per cent. higher than in July last year.

THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in July was 
2 per cent. less than in July 1959, although a comparison of the first 
seven months of both years shows an increase of 2 per cent. in 1960. 

According to the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics, the rate of 
consumption of wool in July was 7 per cent. less than in July 1959 
and the rate of production of tops 9 per cent. less. Deliveries of worsted 
yarn were at a rate 2 per cent. more and the rate of deliveries of woven 
fabrics slightly more than a year ago. As there are difficulties in 
correcting accurately for the incidence of annual holidays these 
comparisons should be interpreted with caution.

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Production in the Cotton Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in July was 
4 per cent. less than a year ago. 

Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that the yardage of 
cloth woven in the industry in the first seven months of the year was 
1 per cent. more than in the corresponding months last year; this 
increase, however, masks a decrease of 2 per cent. in the production 
of cotton cloth. During January to July output of single man-made 
fibre and mixture yarns was 9 per cent. more than a year earlier, but 
output of single cotton yarn 1 per cent. less. The quantity of yarn 
doubled was 12 per cent. more.

The first electric wrist watches for sale in the United Kingdom 
made their appearance at the Fair. Source of energy for one model 
is a tiny battery placed in the back which can be replaced in a matter 
of seconds. Composed of less parts than that of a self-winding watch, 
the movement of these new watches is situated in a completely 
separate compartment and thus protected against water, dust and any 
possible chemical discharge from the battery. 


The revival in the demand for English silverware was reflected in the 
gold and silverware section, where one firm showed a reproduction 
Hepplewhite table containing a full twelve-person silver set. The 
price was high — £475 — but, as a spokesman for the firm pointed out, 
a cabinet of cutlery, unlike a fur coat or a car, will last at least a life- 
time. Another exhibitors in this section displayed hallmarked silver 
gifts for children, including egg-cups, napkin rings, glass and silver 
holders for hot drinks, mugs and porringers. 

At the lower end of the price scale one exhibitor showed an electric 
alarm clock retailing for 35s.

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New British Standards Reviewed 
THESE NEW British Standards are reviewed below. Copies may be

Papers med Boards (Stock sizes), Packaging, Labelling and 


The revised addition of B.S, 73 deals with stock sizes, packaging, 
labelling and substances for: writing and printing papers; boards; 
and drawing cartridges. 

The foreword to the 13-pp. standard points out that the inter- 
nationally agreed definitions of ‘Untrimmed sizes’ and “Trimmed 
sizes’ (which are quoted in the publication) may be wrongly inter- 
preted by papermakers as meaning ‘not guillotine trimmed’ and 

trimmed’ respectively. To avoid this possible confusion, 
the term stock sizes is used in the standard — implying that whether 
guillotine trimmed or not, the paper or board will normally require 
further trimming by the printer before it is ready for ultimate use. 
Since the publication of B.S. 3176 there has been a growing interest 
in the United Kingdom in the use of stationery, literature, etc., in the 
international trimmed sizes. Hence the inclusion of an appendix to the 
standard under review, devoted to tentative recommendations for 
metric stock sizes. It is emphasized, however, that at present only 
certain suppliers are stocking these sizes — and then only in certain 
qualities. The extent to which the sizes become generally available 
from stock will depend largely on users’ demands. Special makings 
can be and indeed are supplied regularly, but are not within the scope 
of this standard. 

The standard lists for information a range of ‘preferred substances’ 
recommended by the International Organization for Standardization. 
The list is not altogether consistent with current United Kingdom 
practice, but it is felt that a reduction in the number of substances 
of paper and boards which papermakers and paper merchants have to 
stock would be advantageous. In practice, any movement towards 
that end will, of course, depend more on users than on manufacturers — 
and this list may be of some guidance to users. 


The requirements for the marking of the machine direction are 
consistent with the international (ISO) proposal, which will probably 


be published in due course. This, however, permits other methods as 
alternatives. Price 4s. 6d. 


Steel Columns for Street Lighting 


A marked advance in the usefulness of B.S. 1840 — now revised — 
is its inclusion of requirements for columns made from steel plate, 
sheet and strip (as well as from steel tube — the only material specified 
in the 1952 edition). 

Speci , the 11 page publication deals with the materials for 
and the design of steel street lighting columns with or without bracket 
arms. The columns, however, are not intended to support overhead 
wiring. 

Concise information is provided on: methods of construction; the 
fitting of the control gear, recommended depths to which the columns 
should be sunk into the ground; the connections for lantern fixing; 
protection against corrosion ; and the maximum stresses and deflections 
permissible.

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Machine Tool Industry Research Association 


A new Research Association is now in process of formation, speci- 
fically to serve the British Machine Tool Industry. Sponsored by the 
Machine Tool Trades Association, who took a leading part in the 
establishment of the Production Engineering Research Association 
nearly twenty years ago, the new Research Association will administer 
funds contributed by the industry for the purpose of co-ordinating 
accelerating and initiating research projects for the benefit of machine 
tool design and production. For this purpose, all appropriate 
and available existing research facilities throughout the country will be 


used. 


By this means quicker results from a wider range of research projects 
will become available to the industry than would be the case if the 
Machine Tool Industry Research Association waited for the erection 
and equipment of their own laboratories. An early and useful effect 
will be the acceleration of work on machine tool projects at present 
proceeding at Research Associations, Universities, Government 
establishments and privately owned laboratories. 

New work will be let out by contract to such establishments under 
the supervision of a Director of Research, of the highest qualifications, 
who will be appointed at an early date. 


Approximately 100 manufacturers of machine tools and in closely 
allied industries have undertaken the financing of the new Research 
Association for a minimum of five years.

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Indus Waters Agreement Introduces a Twelve Year 
Construction Plan 


A statement by the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 4, 
1960, announced that negotiations for the conclusion of a Water 
Treaty between India and Pakistan were nearing completion. On 
Monday, September 19, 1960 the Indus Waters Treaty, representing 
agreement between India and Pakistan over the future use of the 
Indus Waters, was signed in Karachi. This ceremony was coupled 
with the signing of the Indus Waters Agreement, which provides for 
@ programme of construction in the Indus Basin, the largest of its 
kind ever to be undertaken, The cost of the work is expected to be 
something in the region of £357m. and it will take ten to twelve 
years to complete. 


HE Inpus WaATtTEeERS treaty provides that, with some excep- 
'T tions, the waters of the three Eastern Rivers (Ravi, Beas and 

Sutlej) will be available for the use of India and the waters 
of the three Western Rivers (Indus, Jhelum and Chenab) for the 
use of Pakistan. The areas in Pakistan now irrigated from the 
Eastern Rivers will be irrigated by supplies transferred from the 
Western Rivers by a system of link canals, backed up by a volume 
of reservoir storage. 

The negotiations leading to the signing of the Treaty and the 
Agreement have been carried out under the auspices of the Inter- 
national Bank over a period of eight years. The Bank has been 
able to arrange for finance to be made available for the work 
involved by way of grants and loans, both from the Bank itself 
and from the Governments of Australia, Canada, Western Ger- 
many, New Zealand, the United Kingdom and the United States. 
India and Pakistan are also to contribute. The signing of the 
Agreement by the Bank and the participating Governments sets 
up the Indus Basin Development Fund which will assume respon- 
sibility for the financial and technical aspects of the works in 
Pakistan. The Fund will be administered by the Bank. 
Settlement Plan 

The Bank has produced a Plan which describes the work to be 
undertaken in West Pakistan. The scope of the Plan is wider than 
that required simply for replacing the diverted waters, and account 
has been taken of the need for development both of hydro-electric 
potential and of irrigation uses and for counteracting some of the 
troubles afflicting the area, for example salinity, the waterlogging 
of the soil and flooding. 

The map of the Indus Basin on page 695 shows the works that are 
to be undertaken. These comprise two large Dams and storage 
reservoirs on the Jhelum and the Upper Indus; hydro-electric power 
installation at the Jhelum Dam; six new major inter-river link canals 
joining the Indus to the Jhelum, the Jhelum to the Chenab, the 
Chenab to the Ravi, and the Ravi to the Sutlej; three new barrages at 
points where a new canal crosses a river; remodelling of five existing 
barrages, remodelling of four existing inter-river canals; remodelling

of four existing canals; tubewell and drainage works. 
Dams 


Two of the largest single projects are the Jhelum River Dam and 
the Upper Indus River Dam. The Jhelum River Dam is to be 
an earth-filled dam and the Upper Indus River Dam would be a 
rock-filled dam. 


Link Canals 


The link canals will carry the replacement waters from the three 
Western Rivers. Two canals will link the Indus and the Jhelum. To 
the north the Kalabagh to Jhelum link (No. 7 on the map) 
and to the south, the Taunsa to Panjnad (No. 8). The Rasul to 
Qadirabad link (No. 1) will transfer water from the Jhelum to the 
Chenab. A new canal will link the Chenab to the Ravi between 
Kalabagh and Balloki (No. 2). The Trimmu to Islam canal (No. 6) 
will transfer water from the Jhelum and the Chenab to the lower 
reach of the Sutlej. 

In addition, the Balloki to Suleimanke canal (No. 3) between the 
Ravi and Sutlej, will be an enlargement of an existing canal. 


Barrages 

The three new barrages are to be built on the Chenab near 
Qadirabad above Sidhnai on the Ravi and below Islam on the Sut- 
le}. 
Tubewells and Drainage 


A tubewell programme is planned, consisting of a total of some 
2,500 tubewells. This programme would develop an area of about 
one million acres. Tubewells would be installed along the link canals, 
Taunsa-Panjnad, Rasul-Qadirabad, Trimmu-Islam, lower 
Balloki-Suleimanke and Bambanwala-Ravi-Bedian-Dipalpur. 


Construction Schedule 


The first work scheduled for completion is likely to be modifica- 
tion to existing links, Balloki to Suleimanke I, Marala-Ravi, and 
Bambanwala-Ravi-Bedian-Dipalpur-Ravi. Next the links between 
the Jhelum, the Chenab and the Sutlej should be completed. The last 
links to be completed would be those from the Indus River. The 
Indus River Dam is expected to be completed in about the twelfth 
year, and will provide substantial additional supplies of stored water 
for irrigation development. 

Export Opportunities 

The West Pakistan Water and Power Development Authority 
(WAPDA) has been vested by the Pakistan Government with the 
responsibilty for the implementation of the programme of work. 
WAPDA’s responsibility covers all irrigation development and a 
very substantial part of power development in West Pakistan. 

One British firm of consulting engineers has been appointed to 
assist the Bank as Administrator of the Fund in the engineering 
field, another has been selected for preparation of plans and speci- 
fications and for supervision during installation of the new Dam on 
the Jhelum and a third for the construction of the three new 
barrages. 

It is expected that all contracts will go out to international 
competitive tender. The magnitude of the works involved will pro- 
vide many opportunities for British manufacturers of equipment 
for earth moving, construction, irrigation and power stations, and 
many ancillary items. These are the direct opportunities. There 
will be others. Pakistan’s transport system will be carrying a great 
deal of extra traffic. It is estimated that the railways will need an 
additional 30 diesel-electric locomotives and 3,500 goods wagons 
together with railway track materials in quantities not yet calculated. 
In the longer term, development of more agricultural land may pro- 
vide manufacturers of agricultural equipment with openings. 
Increased availability of hydro-electric power will stimulate expan- 
sion in industry and a demand for capital equipment. Provided 
offers are competitive, British industry can expect to obtain a share 
of the orders which will flow now that the long hoped for agreement 
between the two countries has been reached. 
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British Achievements at German Industries Fair 


Tue ELeventu German Industries Fair under the patronage of the 
President of the Federal Republic of Germany, Dr. Liibcke, opened 
in Berlin on September 10. This important event, which has taken 
place in Berlin each year since 1950, attracts a great deal of public 
interest and on the basis of previous attendance figures it is expected 
that some 750,000 people will enter the exhibition grounds. 

German and foreign exhibitors numbering 1,016 are displaying 
a wide variety of goods covering such fields as the electro-technical, 
engineering, chemical and automobile industries, iron, sheet and 
metal wares, precision and optical instruments, office machinery, 
household goods, etc. The exhibitors are housed in 15 halls and 
7 national pavilions, which include those of Italy, the United States, 
Canada and Great Britain. A total area of 66,700 square metres, 
an increase of more than 2,000 square metres over last year, is 
in use. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling, the President of the Board of Trade, 
officially the British pavilion before a distinguished audience 
Which included the Federal Vice-Chancellor and Minister of 
Economic Affairs, Professor Dr. Erhard, and the governing Mayor 
of West Berlin, Herr Willi Brandt. Mr. Maudling referred in his 
opening remarks to the challenge posed to the leading industrial 
nations by the under-developed countries of the world and he 
commented in view of the technical ss made in this age on 
the relevance of the British exhibit which has been staged under 
the title “British Technology in the Service of Progress’. 

The exhibit shows some examples of recent British achievements 
and developments in such varied fields as science, technology and 
medicine. Although the exhibit is of course highly technical, it has 
been presented in such a way that it is of interest to expert and 
layman alike. The first item that the visitor sees when he enters the 
Pavilion is a model in simulated transit conditions of a Hovercraft 
of the future, a projected 400-ton version able to carry 1,200 
passengers and 100 tons of freight between Britain and the Con- 
tinent at 100 m.p.h. From thence as the visitor moves on into the 
pavilion he enters a world dominated by science and portrayed with 
such a skilful use of design and colour that many compliments 
on the work of the Central Office of Information, who designed 
and organized the display, have already been received. 


The models concerning transportation have special appeal for the 
layman. Apart from the Hovercraft of the future there are also 
models of the original S.R.N.1 Hovercraft and the Fairey- 
Rotodyne, the world’s first vertical take-off airliner, combining the 
capabilities and advantages of both the helicopter and the fixed 
wing aircraft. Other features include a display of Decca River 
Radar, as fitted to barges on the River Rhine, and illustrations of 
Rolls-Royce and Bristol-Siddeley jet engines which power many 
of the world’s airliners and military aircraft. 


Many of the items on display demonstrate the use of electronic 
equipment in industry. A driverless trolley, the E.M.I. Robotug,

is seen in operation; the Solartron Electronic Group are displaying 
their high speed electronic check weigher in use on a production 
line and Messrs. Kelvin & Hughes Ltd. have their rapid processing 
photographic projector in action. This last mentioned apparatus 
takes and processes pictures and projects them on a screen all in 
6 seconds. E.M.I. Electronics Ltd. are also giving demonstrations 
of their closed circuit television. 

The section concerned with medical science contains some 
notable developments. These include the New Electronics Ltd. 
Melrose Heart-Lung Machine, which takes over the work of those 
organs during an operation; the Vagotometer, used in the treatment 
of duodenal ulcers, and the Winston Blood Pressure Follower, a 
new departure in blood pressure recording, both shown by Winston 
Electronics Ltd.; and the Barnet Ventilator, for those with 
respiratory disorders, shown by W. Watson & Son, Ltd. 


Electronically and electrically operated office and industrial 
precision equipment is also featured. There is a special section 
displaying models of scientific advances in various fields which 
have been made possible by government support. Among these 
are the Jodrell Bank Telescope; DNA, the chemical substance 
deoxyribo-nucleic acid, the components of which have been 
identified by British scientists, and which has been described as the 
actual substance of heredity; and the Nimrod Electron Accelerator. 

The Exhibition will continue until September 25, and during this 
time an Information Desk staffed by members of the Commercial 
Section of the British Consulate-General in West Berlin will be 
on hand to deal with enquiries. 


The Second German Machine Tool Exhibition at Hanover 


THE SECOND GERMAN Machine Tool Exhibition was opened 
on September 11 by Herr Max Knorr, President of the German 
Machinery Manufacturers’ Association (Verein Deutscher 
Maschinenbau-Anstalten-V.D.M.A.). During speeches by Herr 
Knorr and by three leading manufacturers in German Machine 
Tool Industry, Herr Alfred Kubel, Lower Saxon Minister for 
Agriculture and Chairman of the Messe A.G., The Hanover Fair 
Company; Herr Markus Von Busse, Chairman of the Exhibition 
Committee of the German Machine Tool Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation (Verein Deutscher Werkzeugmaschinen-Fabriken-V.D.M.); 
and Dr. Ing. Gerhard Schaudt, the Chairman of the German 
Machine Tool Manufacturers’ Association, it was emphasized that 
the German machine-tool industry regretted the division of Western 
Europe into spheres of interest between the Common Market 
countries and the European Free Trade Area and would use all 
their influence in order to keep outer tariff for machine tools to 
the lowest possible level. 


Turning to internal problems, the speakers described the shortage 
of skilled labour and of trained engineering staff as one of the 


industry’s most serious difficulties. The rising costs of production 
seemed less important than the labour problem. They also 
advocated an exchange scheme for the younger generation of 
machine-tool workers to keep them abreast of developments in 
other countries. Rationalization and automation in the German 
machine-tool industry had now reached a very high level. The 
exhibition itself gave proof of the ability to produce individual 
pieces of complicated machine-tools. But all these developments 
would fail to produce tangible results unless an outlet could be 
found which would ensure production of such equipment on a 
wider scale. The German machine-tool industry would continue 
their efforts in the export field and they believed that the present 
rate of exports which was about 51 per cent. of the total production 
could be maintained. Speakers forecast that the total value of 
production in 1961 would be in the region of DM. 2,000,000,000. 
The order-book position caused concern. It showed an ‘alarming 
increase’ in orders. Whilst during the third quarter in 1959, the 
volume of orders was 26 per cent. higher than the rate at which 
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Hanover Exhibition (Continued) 


deliveries were effected, this gap increased to 44 per cent. at the 
end of the fourth quarter of the year, and during the first quarter 
of 1960, was 83 per cent. higher. 


As a result, there was a trend among buyers to look for sources 
of supply where delivery dates were more favourable than in 
Germany. Much could be done by industrial users of machine 
tools in Germany itself in order to alleviate the situation. The 
speakers appealed to various branches of industry to reduce their 
demands for the individual note which tended to increase the 
production problems of the machine-tool industry and, of course, 
increased costs. This could be achieved in some measure by 
standardizing specifications by an overall reduction in the number 
of ‘types’. Certain domestic appliances, such as refrigerators and 
some equipment for the automobile industry were quoted as 
examples. Savings in time, labour and money could be utilized 
instead for the benefit of other, more important ventures in the 
machine-tool industry. Notwithstanding an occasional serious 
undertone, the speeches, on the whole, reflected optimism and an 
tenon of pride in the achievements attained by the machine-tool 
industry. 


The general picture at the exhibition was less colourful than on 
previous occasions, the organizers of the exhibition not having 
followed the usual pattern of German industrial hospitality by 
which numerous gratis invitations, including free travel and hotel 
accommodation are issued to foreign delegations. Visits were 
made, however, by delegates from Soviet Russia, Communist 
China, and Iron Curtain countries, and from some of the newly- 
founded African States. In the first few days the number of British 
visitors was surprisingly high and exceeded by far those from 
other European countries. 


The 1960 German Machine Tool Exhibition was the second of 
its kind, and like the first which was held in 1955, it was accom- 
modated on the site of the Hanover Industries Fair at Hanover- 
Laatzen. Exhibits were shown in ten halls of which halls Nos. 1, 
2, 3, 4, 7, 8a, 8B and 8c were assigned to the entire field of machine 
tools. All machines exhibited were in full factory operation and 
the electric power used would supply a city of 120,000 inhabitants. 
It was, indeed, an impressive display. Hall 9 contained precision 
tools, measuring and controlling instruments, machinery and 
apparatus for the testing of metals, accessories for machine tools 
and electrical, hydraulic and pneumatic devices. In addition, nine 
West German iron and steel combines as well as the leading con- 
cerns in the aluminium industry contributed in the form of special 
shows. Last, but not least, there were publishers of the relevant 
trade literature, offices for the competent trade and industrial 
organizations, banks, restaurants and cafeterias. 


The total number of exhibitors was 769, of which 638 were 
German and 131 foreign participants from the United Kingdom, 
Belgium, France, the Netherlands, Italy, Austria, Sweden and 
Switzerland. As regards the extent of participation, British firms 
(15) ranked fourth after Switzerland (40), Italy (22) and France (16). 
Almost all the British firms were represented through agents but 
one or two showed in their own name. The machines presented 
by United Kingdom manufacturers were of excellent quality and 
workmanship and attracted a considerable amount of attention on 
account of their highly specialized nature. The total tonnage 
exhibited was 14,000 and its value was given as Deutschmarks 
125,000,000. The space taken up by stands amounted to 46,725 
square metres. The basic price for the renting of the stands was 
D.M.100 per square metre, but the price included free trans- 
portation of exhibits on the fair grounds, the use of mechanical 
handling equipment in the halls, insurance, power, gas, water, the 
printing of signs, entries in the Fair catalogue, storage of packaging 
material and crates, etc., the free parking ticket for a car, 
forwarding agents’ fees up to a certain sum and a gratis copy of the 
catalogue per every 10 square metres of exhibition space. 





Double Taxation

British Awards at California State Fair 


Tue 106TH CALIFORNIA State Fair held at Sacramento, the 
State Capital, was opened by the Governor Edmund G. Brown on 
August 31, and over 450,000 persons had passed through the gates 
at the end of the first seven days. There were many attractions vying 
for their attention throughout the 270 acres covered by the Fair- 
grounds — the impressive displays of produce and raw materials 
arranged by 48 countries of the State; the Livestock Show; the Hall of 
Flowers with a profusion of orchids and a huge waterfull; an Art 
Festival, and many others. But, the opportunity to see a wide selection 
of choice goods from foreign countries succeeded in drawing a large 
part of the audience to the International Section where stands had 
been arranged by the United Kingdom, Germany, Japan, and Sweden. 
Special attention was focused on these exhibits on Friday, September 
2, which was designated as ‘International Day.’ 

The arresting British Government stand in red, white and blue 
was greatly admired and received the second award in the International 
Section. Twenty-seven gold medals were awarded to articles displayed 
by foreign countries, on the basis of good design (60 per cent.), 
functional value (20 per cent.) and practicability (20 per cent.), and 
nine of these were captured by the following British products: 

Pewter Tavern Tankard, Pewter Martini Pitcher by Viners 

Ltd., of Sheffield; Irish Linen Glass Towels by Thomas Somerset 

& Co., Belfast; Melamine Plates by Brooks & Adams Ltd., Bir- 

mingham; Ladies’ After-Ski Bootees, Brevitt Shoes, Ltd.; ‘Clifton 

Park’ and “Dartmouth’ crystal glasses, Stuart & Sons, Ltd.; and 

‘Kings and Queens of England’ figurines, Ping. 

The British stand which occupied 2,000 sq. ft. was arranged 
with a view to having ing of interest for everyone in the family 
groups which visit the Fair. There were leather goods supplied by 
various British manufacturers, including ladies’ handbags, travel 

, wallets and men’s and women’s shoes; the ever popular china 
with the new range of Royal Doulton translucent china dinnerware 


attracting considerable attention; food and confectionery, with free 
samples of Horner’s toffees; hi-fi and sound equipment; a Petter 
diesel engine and a range of the Seagull outboard motors; men’s 
and ladies’ apparel; a selection of toys, including the Lines’ Scalectric 
race track with model cars for the children, who all too often had to vie 
with their fathers for a view of the track; some unique nursery lights 
supplied by Peggie Foy Ceramics Ltd., of London, which created a 
tremendous amount of interest; and a group comprised of a few of the 
items which received the 1960 Design Centre Award. All in all, there 
were some 400 products on display from over 100 manufacturers. 


Travel literature supplied by the British Travel Association, 
Cunard and B.O.A.C. was distributed and a small section of the stand 
was devoted to Britisi: publications. Many sports car enthusiasts 
could be seen browsing through a copy of the Motor or Autocar; 
the Engineering and Communications and Electronics magazines were 
in constant demand and a great number of the general public stopped 
to read the airmail editions of the Daily Telegraph, The Economist, 
the Illustrated London News and the ever popular Punch, supplied by 
arrangement with British Publications Inc., of New York City. 
An international cinema with a seating capacity of 150 proved to be a 
popular attraction and films supplied by the British Travel Association, 
as well as other foreign films, were shown daily. 


The Ford Anglia and Consul and the Sunbeam Alpine and Hillman 
Minx Deluxe Sedan, loaned by the courtesy of local British car dealers, 
and exhibited in a space adjacent to the British stand received a great 
deal of attention and an impressive display of Ruston & Hornsby 
engines was arranged by the local agents who reported a gratifying 
number of inquiries. 

It is anticipated that the total attendance of the Fair will be approxi- 
mately 800,000. A large proportion of these people visit the Inter- 
national Section and British participation in this Fair thus serves to 
stimulate the demand for British goods in this area. 


New York High Fidelity Music Show 


THE TRADE SHOW Building on New York’s teeming West 
Side, in the heart of the chaotic ‘Garment District’ on Eighth 
Avenue and 35th Street was once again the setting for the annual 
New York High Fidelity Music Show held on September 7 to 
September 11, organized by the Institute of High Fidelity Manu- 
facturers, Inc., 125 East 23rd Street, New York. 


As in previous years the show’s opening hours were carefully 
timed to allow maximum attendance by the working public. Only 
six of the twelve floors of the Trade Show Building were utilized 
and these consisted in the main of small, single room studios. 
Substantially built, the rooms allowed the 100 or so exhibitors to 
demonstrate their equipment at ‘reasonable’ sound levels. A 
fairly large auditorium is located on the second floor and this was 
used twice a day for variety concerts given by popular recording 
artists. 


Participation by British firms was less than last year although all 
the well-established companies were represented. British Industries 
Corporation, Port Washington, New York, was exhibiting the 
famous Wharfdale loudspeakers and Leak tuners and amplifiers 
in a typical living room setting decorated by Lord & Taylors, a 
large New York department store. In an adjoining room the 
company demonstrated the new Type A record changer made by 
Garrard. A continuous motion picture was used to explain the 
machine in detail. Wharfdale, Leak and Garrard are well respected 
names in the American high fidelity industry and they have many 
devotees among audiophiles who savour British quality and work- 
manship. Mr. Leonard Carduner, President of British Industries 
Corporation and a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Institute of High Fidelity Manufacturers, was on hand together 
with highly qualified assistants to answer the surprisingly know- 
ledgeable questions asked by the stream of visitors to the two 
rooms. 


A notable trend in the public taste during the past few months 
has been towards much smaller loudspeakers. The physical size 
of speaker systems has diminished considerably since the last show 
and the fastest selling item in an audio store is the ‘bookshelf’ 
speaker. However, visitors listening to the DLS 529 Bookshelf 


Loudspeaker, designed and engineered by Dr. G. F. Dutton, of 
E.M.I. Ltd., might well have thought their eyes were playing tricks. 
This small loudspeaker is capable of the most subtly detailed, 
transient-perfect musical reproduction throughout the entire audio 
spectrums and leaves no clue as to the actual size of the enclosure. 
The British company was exhibiting through its American dis- 
tributor, Scopes Electronics Corporation, Columbus Circle, New 
York, which also displayed the EMI 100 Watt toroidal coil 
amplifier and tuner. 


For the visitor who has nearly everything, Ercona Corporation, 
16 West 46th Street, New York, displayed a modern version of the 
‘grandfather’ clock. This fine, eight-day winding timepiece, 
designed by James Mont, contained a powerful Beam-Echo FM 
tuner and amplifier, a Garrard record player and an unnamed 
loudspeaker. The clock was featured on an NBC television pro- 
gramme on the opening day of the show. Ercona Corporation is 
the new North American distributor of Beam-Echo Ltd., a member 
of the Thorn Electrical Group. The company also acts as repre- 
sentative for the long-time favourite Ferrograph tape recorder, 
Vitavox and R & A speakers, Connoisseur professionable turntable 
and Reslo microphones, all of which were on display. 


By now a familiar sight at the show, Lectronics of City Line 
Center, 7644 City Line Avenue, Philadelphia, displayed the Quod 
‘Electrostatic’ loudspeaker together with the beautifully designed 
Quod amplifier and tuner. The British company were pioneers in 
the development of the electrostatic method of sound reproduction. 
The Philadelphia company is also distributor for the brand new 
SME tone arm. This product will be taking up a lot of space in 
the American high fidelity magazines in the coming months. In a 
booth close by to the Quod exhibit Mr. & Mrs. Fred Towler of 
Tannoy (America) Inc., formed a hard working man and wife team 
to cope with the flood of visitors requesting information on the 
latest Tannoy ‘Cadet’ range of loudspeakers. 


A famous British record company, Decca Records Ltd., featured 
an all-stereo display under the London FFSS Richmond and 
L’oiseau-Lyre labels; while EMI Ltd. through its North American 
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New York High Fidelity Music Show (Continued) 


subsidiary Capitol Records Inc. exhibited portable record players 
and records under the Angel and Capitol labels. Both British 
companies are extremely well known on this side of the Atlantic 
for their classical collections. 


There were no startling, industry-shaking developments at this 
year’s show although a noticeable all-round improvement in the 
design and performance of the equipment on view was proof that 
the industry is attempting to reach the high levels of quality set 
for it by the Institute of High Fidelity Manufacturers. The Insti- 
tute and the manufacturers themselves are doubtful whether the 
mass-market envisaged by many at the advent of stereophonic 
reproduction two years ago will ever be realized. Responsible 
people in the industry fear that the confusion that has reigned 
among their own members for some considerable time has been 
passed on to the buying public, and only an extensive education 


programme by the Institute and its members will regain the lost 
ground. 


The New York High Fidelity Music Show is especially valuable 
to the British manufacturer, for nowhere else in America does 
British equipment enjoy the attentions of such a large, captive 
audience of more than 40,000 people. For five days each year the 
New York Trade Show Building becomes a huge audio- store where 
prospective customers listen, evaluate, ask endless questions and 
leave with shopping bags full of literature. Many of the visitors 
will buy British-made equipment because British manufacturers 
have carved a niche for themselves in the American market with 
an unbeatable combination of price, style and quality—backed up 
by good servicing facilities and judicious advertising and promotion.

Transport Theme for UK Pavilion at Johannesburg 
Next Year 


TRANSPORT will be the theme for exhibits in the United Kingdom 
Pavilion at the Rand Easter Show at Johannesburg, opening in 
March 1961. Examples of the latest British achievements in air, rail, 
road and sea transport will be on show, in the form either of actual 
vehicles or of models. The most-up-to-date technical advances in 
this field will be illustrated and explained. 


The Trade Associations concerned are co-operating with the Board 
of Trade in the preparation of the separate exhibits, details of which 
are now being worked out. The United Kingdom Pavilion was built 
(at a cost of £50,000) for the 1959 Rand Show, and the theme that year 
was Atomic Energy. This year, Textiles were featured. Both these 
displays won gold medals. This year about 900,000 people visited the 
show.

Hungary and Denmark 


A NEW TRADE AGREEMENT between Hungary and Denmark, valid 
for the two years ending August 31, 1962, was signed in Budapest 
on July 9, 1960. At the same time a Payments Agreement was signed. 

The Trade Agreement, which after August 1962 will be automatic- 
ally renewed annually, unless notice of termination is given by one of 
the parties to it, provides for the import into each country of certain 
goods without quota restrictions: specific quotas are also established 
for other exchanges to a value of about 10-5 million Danish Kroner 
annually each way. Amongst the goods for which specific provision 
is made are Hungarian imports from Denmark of wool and cotton 
waste and rags, paper products and fish and fish products, and Danish 
imports from Hungary of textiles and clothing, agricultural products, 
radio and television apparatus and incandescent lamps. The quota 
lists are valid initially for the twelve months to August 31, 1961, but 
may, by agreement, be extended or amended. The Trade Agreement 
dated March 17, 1959, is no longer valid. 


The Payments Agreement, which may be terminated at any time 
on six months’ notice, provides for payments between the two 
countries to be made in convertible Danish crowns or other convertible 
currencies.

Norwegian exports include fresh, frozen and salted herring, frozen 
fish fillets, fish meal, fatty acids and fatty alcohol, iron ore and pig iron, 
various paper products and paper board, rolling mill products, 
machines and apparatus, and equipment for ships.

MEXICO 


Tax Exemption for New Industries 


THE MEXICAN Diario Oficial of August 27 and September 2, 1960, 
published general declarations of tax exemptions under the Law for 
the Encouragement of New and Necessary Industries in favour of 
the manufacture of electric drills and of air or water cooled air com- 
pressors respectively. 


These industries are declared to be semi-basic ones and manu- 
facturers would, therefore, be given seven year exemptions from 
most import duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax. 


The Mexican Diario Oficial of September 2, 1960, also published a 
general declaration of tax exemption in favour of the manufacture 
of glass globes for electric light bulbs. 


This industry is declared to be of secondary importance and manu- 
facturers would be given five year exemptions from certain import 
duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax. One of the conditions 
governing the concession of tax reductions is that firms which are 
already manufacturers of electric light bulbs wishing to avail themselves 
of this general declaration are obliged to place on sale at least 50 per 
cent. of their production of glass globes.

Credit Restrictions 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in Colombo has 
forwarded copies of two further Exchange Control Notices, dated 
August 24, 1960, and issued by the Central Bank of Ceylon. These 
amend the previous regulations given in Circular No. 11, details of 
which were published in the Board of Trade Journal dated 
September 2, 1960, page 552. 


Exchange Control Notice No. 2/60 advises importers of the com- 
modities specified in Circular No. 11 that with immediate effect 
letters of credit covering such imports should be established prior to 
the date of shipment of the commodities referred to. Accordingly, 
importers of the specified commodities are required to stipulate as a 
condition of the letter of credit covering such imports that shipment 
of the goods should be effected only after the letter of credit has in 
fact been established. 

Exchange Control Notice No. 3/60 advises importers of paper and 
paper board (Item 7 in Schedule A of Circular No. 11 referred to 
above) that it has since been decided that exchange will be granted 
for payment for imports of paper and paper board on the usual terms 
on which such imports were made prior to the issue of the notice 
dated August 12, 1960.

Fiscal Reform Law 


A NOTECE in the Board of Trade Journal of September 16, 1960, 
Pistal Re gave preliminary advice of the introduction of a new 

Reform Law. This Law, No. 863 of August 17, 1960 pub- 
lished in Extraordinary Edition No. 18 of the Cuban Official 
Gazette of August 27, 1960, is additional to and modifies Tax 
Reform Law No. 447 of July 14, 1959, changes other Laws and 
also creates new taxes. 


The provisions of Law No. 863 which are considered principally 
to affect United Kingdom exporters are as follows :— 


1. Changes in the Tax Reform Law 
Sales Tax 
The Sales Tax is abolished. 
Tax on Consumer Goods 

An increased consumer tax is imposed on certain goods as under: 

Wines, grape wines and vermouths shall be taxed according to the 
following scales:

Beer shall be taxed according to the following scale:

Papaya, banana, cashew, plum, tomato, pineapple, orange, grape- 
fruit and other citric fruit wines shall be taxed according to the 
following scale:

Dry cooking wine shall be taxed according to the following scale: 

(a) Each litre or fraction of more than anny a — $0.02 

(b) Each half litre or fraction . F $0.01 


2. Creation of New Taxes 
Tax on Gross Incomes 


A tax is established on the gross income of businesses and on the 
importation of goods from abroad or from free zones or ports estab- 
lished or that may be established in Cuba. 


Persons or entities, national or foreign, regardless of their form or 
organisation, that are ee in the national territory in the exercise of 
commercial, industrial, ncial, agricultural, poultry, agrico-livestock, 
fisheries, mining or extractive services in general, and any others of a 
—— nature are subject to this tax on the total gross income from 
all sources. 


The tax must be paid on the total amount declared as such for the 
payment of the tax on business profits without any deduction or discount 
whatever. 


The amount of the income tax is 2.5 per cent. of gross income except 
as otherwise provided. 


The tax rate is reduced to 0.5 per cent. in cases of gross income 
derived from agricultural, poultry, agro-livestock and fiisheries activities, 
from the foodstuffs business, a ‘from trade in books, pamphlets, ee 
of all kinds, newspapers and magazines, newsprint, crude petroleum, 
natural and chemical fertilizers, and footwear. 

The tax rate is increased to 20 cent. in the case of gross incomes 
derived from businesses in the following goods and services:

In the event of a taxpayer trading, in any proportion, in goods and 
services covered by different tax rates, the relevant tax rate must be 
applied to each group of goods or services. The Minister of the Treasury 
may set special tax rates for taxpayers included in this category or for 
given lines or sectors. 


The gross income tax to be paid by the co-operatives created and 
organised by the National Institute of Agrarian Reform (INRA) will 
fluctuate between 0.25 per cent. and 6.0 per cent. in accordance with 
the following provisions: 


(a) INRA will recommend annually to the Minister of the Treasury 
the tax rate which, in its judgment, should be applied within the 
aforementioned limits, for the different co-operatives, taking into 
account, among other factors, the different types of production, 
the zones where they are located, their productivity and any other 
data which may be considered to clarify the matter. 

(b) The Minister of the Treasury will take into account the recom- 
mendations or suggestions of INRA in setting every year the 
tax rates to be imposed on the gross income of the several 
co-operatives. 

(c) The Minister of the Treasury will likewise decide every year on 
the time when the co-operatives are to pay the gross income tax. 

The following occupations are exempt from the gross income tax:

(b) Agricultural, poult agro-livestock and fisheries activities

employment of any person whatever; 

(c) Professional activities; 

(d) The lease of country or city property granted by natural persons 
Or joint ownerships; 

(e) Activities of baking and selling bread, processing flour and baking 
ordinary crackers; 

(f) Trade in agricultural products in their natural state and milk 
products, carried on by the producers, and 

(g) The production of absolute alcohol and the sale of petroleum 
and its by-products to the public. 

The gross income tax is calculated by applying the respective tax rate 
to the income declared as such for the purpose of the profits tax on 
business and must be paid in twelve payments in each of the months 
subsequent to the last month of the voluntary period for the payment of 
the tax on business profits, at the Fiscal Administration of the domicile 
of the taxpayer or in the authorised banks. 


Every year at the time and in the manner prescribed by the Regula- 
tions taxpayers of this tax should make any correction in their payments 
in order to adjust them to the income actually obtained during the twelve 
preceding months. Differences in the taxpayer’s favour may be deducted 
from future payments. 


In cases of sale made to retail merchants in the foodstuffs business 
the tax must be paid by those who make the sales, by applying the 
appropriate tax rate multiplied by a factor of 2. Such retail merchants 
are exempt from payment in these cases. 


Import Tax 
Persons or entities that import goods falling within the scope of the 
activities mentioned in the second paragraph of this Section are subject 
to a tax on the value of all the goods that are purchased, acquired or 
imported from abroad or from the free zones or ports established or to 
be established in Cuba. 


a on imported goods will be calculated on the duty-paid value 
thereof. 


The Import tax will be levied in accordance with the tax rates 0.5 per 
cent., 2.5 per cent. or 20 per cent., according to the goods in question, 
but, taking into account the taxes and expenses imposed and incurred 
in the different stages of local production of goods and so that those 
produced in Cuba as well as those imported will be taxed equally, the 
following factors are established by which the said tax rates must be 
multiplied in order to calculate the rates applied to imports:

Importers are obliged to pay the Import tax at the same time as they 

pay the Customs duties. 
Transit Provisions 

The Minister of the Treasury may enter into agreements with expro- 
priated, confiscated or intervened persons (or firms) regarding the 
payment of the fiscal debts they have pending at the time this Law is 
promulgated or at the time the expropriation, confiscation or intervention 
is made by the State. 

Concerns which have been or may in the future be expropriated or 
confiscated by the State must deliver to the Public Revenue the cash 
they have deposited in current or savings accounts, deducting therefrom 
only the amounts which may be necessary for the normal carrying on of 
their commercial operations. These amounts will be determined by the 
public agencies in charge of their administration. 

Final Provisions 

The Minister of the Treasury may increase or decrease the rates of the 
taxes in force whenever it is necessary for the better administration 
thereof, and provided that such increases or decreases do not exceed 
one-tenth of the said rates.

In 1959 about 20,000 visitors saw 400 exhibitors display products 
from about ten different countries including Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, France, W. Germany, Italy, Sweden, Switzerland, United 
Kingdom and the United States. The United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner at Toronto considers it to be the best event in Canada for 
United Kingdom production equipment firms seeking an opening in 
the Canadian market. 

It is expected that space in the joint display will cost £165 for a 
basic unit (including clan) of 120 sq. feet. This charge excludes
